You are hereby notified to meet at the Community 
House in said Pembroke on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March, next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To hear and act upon the report of the Town 
budget committee. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to charge twenty 
(20) cents on and after September 1st, 1942 on all un- 
paid 1942 poll taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its 
Selectmen to sell any real estate which the Town may 
have acquired by deed as a result of non-payment of 
taxes; and to authorize the Selectmen to give a deed in 
the name of the Town to the purchaser of such land, 


6. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) to help in the care and upkeep of Pembroke 
Park for the ensuing year. 


7. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200.00) for a series of band concerts.

During the year there were 67 alarms which is a 
decrease of 5 over 1940. There were 55 bell alarms, 10 
still alarms. The false alarms included in the beil 
alarms were 2. 

During Fire Prevention Week, Pembroke shared 
honors with Concord, N. H. demonstrating the ability 
of their pumpers to draft water from the Merrimac 
River under adverse conditions. 

Members of the Department have attended the 
yearly course of training sponsored by the State and 
held at the Central Station in Concord. There are 
twenty-five men on the Auxiliary Fire Dept. who have 
taken the eight courses of training as prescribed by the 
State for the National Emergency. Deputy Chief, 
George Labbee of Pembroke has very ably instructed 
this new group of men. 

Owing to the fact that the Fire Station is being 
used as Headquarters for various Town Departments, 
beyond which it was designed, including the Air Raid 
Center, it is impossible to keep within a budget of $3800 . 
particularly when $1705.50 is deducted for hydrant 
service. Modern conditions, coupled with the War 
Emergency, require an increase whereby the Depart- 
ment may be maintained at the proper level which it now 
enjoys.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


The 1941 fire season was the worst in the State of | 
New Hampshire. More fires occurred, more area was 
burned over, greater damage was done to our woodlands, 
higher losses were sustained in other real property 
burned and the cost of suppressing fires was greater, 


As we approach the 1942 fire season, we wonder 
just what may be in store for us. The woodlands are 
in as critical condition as they were last year, if not 
more so. Blown down trees still clutter sizeable 
acreages of our woodland areas; the increased tempo in 
lumbering operations due to war demands are each day, 
adding to the fire hazard an ever increasing number of 
acres of slash land; and we face the coming fire season 
with greatly reduced personnel due to the shifting of 
men from our small communities into the armed forces 
of the country and into defense industries. If, however, 
everyone will be careful, if they will follow the rules and 
regulations laid down for the use of fire in and around 
woodlands,, much of our difficulties will be eliminated— 
our fires kept few in number with a consequent saving of 
expense to town and State. 


There are so many possibilities for trouble this year 
it will require the whole hearted and patriotic coopera- 
tion of everyone concerned if we are to avoid serious 
difficulties. Persons hostile to the best interests of our 
country and subnormal individuals affected by the ex- 
citement of the times may easily cause tremendous con- 
fusion and disruption of local activities by deliberately 
starting fires in our woodlands. Suspicious circum- 
stances connected with every fire should be made known 
to the proper authorities. Wardens and Deputies are 
being instructed this year to investigate all fires care- 
fully. Parties at fault will be held strictly responsible. 
With our forces weakened, it becomes more necessary 
for everyone to comply with regulations which have 
been set up to govern the use of fire in our woodlands. 
These are briefly as follows: 


1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden to burn brush or other debris in or near wood- 
lands, or where fire may be communicated to such lands, 
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once the snow has left the ground. — Violation of this re- 
quirement makes the responsible party liable 

a. Toa fine not to exceed $500.00 or imprisonment 
of not more than one year or both. 

b. To the town for expense incurred by the warden 
in attending or extinguishing such fire. 

ec. For damage to abutting owners if fire runs upon 
abutters’ property. 

2. DON’T drop or throw from any vehicle while 
same is upon a public highway or private way and 

DON’T drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near 
woodlands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes 
or any other substance liable to cause a fire. 

Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever 
is found guilty with a fine of not more than $25.00. 

3. DON’T fail to promptly notify your local war- 
den of any fires you see.

PEMBROKE WATER WORKS 


Once more we are proud that we do not have to ask 
for any assessments from the taxpayers. 

During the past year we had to reduce our savings 
nearly $16,000 to meet the cost of installing 13,900 feet 
of 14 inch cast iron main in Epsom. Thanks to a Fede- 
ral grant and State damages, (which were not won by 
indifference) we were able to prevent any increase in 
our debt. The total cost of just this project was actu- 
ally $70,168.58, of which our share was but $21,178.50. 

We wish to call your attention to the fact that this 
costly item is just a link in a supply line over 14 miles 
in length — all of which must be replaced eventually. 

Thus, the wisdom of continuing as always in the 
past, to conserve our funds and set aside a reserve in 
the Sinking fund against future changes, is easily seen. 

For the duration of the emergency our constant ef- 
fort shall be to maintain the quality of the present ser- 
vices and to protect the municipal investment. We will 
not be able to obtain the materials with which to make 
further improvements at this time.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Pembroke: 

My eighth annual report includes enrollment and or- 
ganization, emergency protection of school children, ad- 
vancement of health projects, extension of the school 
lunch service and new equipment. 

The report of your enumeration officer for Septem- 
ber 1941 shows that Pembroke enrolled in school 458 
children under sixteen years of age. Two hundred two 
of these were in the local public schools, 197 were en- 
rolled in St. John Baptist Parochial School, four were at- 
tending high schools outside of Pembroke, and 55 were 
‘attending Pembroke Academy. If we include those who 
were over sixteen years of age, the number of Pembroke 
pupils attending the Academy totals 110. 

In the last two years the average membership in the 
Pembroke public schools has dropped from 211.3 to 
202.8. This is chiefly responsible for the increase of 
cost per pupil from $74.21 to $77.41. In this two year 
period the median cost per elementary school pupil in 
the public schools of the state advanced from $81.85 to 
$84.61. 

In September 1941 the North Pembroke school was 
closed and the three resident pupils transported to Pem- 
broke Hill. 

Recent industrial changes have contributed and will 
increasingly contribute to a reduction in the high school 
enrollment. This is reflected in the proposed budget 
by an estimated reduction of $1200. for high school 
tuition. 

The present year has witnessed few changes in the 
staff of regular teachers. 

Late in the summer Mr. Robert L. Hill, principal of 
the Grammar School, was released to accept a depart- 
mental position in the junior high school of Greenfield, 
Massachusetts. 

The vacancy in the Suncook school was filled by the 
election of Mr. Marshall N. Crandall of Oakfield, Maine. 
Mr. Crandall was graduated in 1938 from Farmington 
Normal School. He has since secured summer school 
credits at the University of Maine Since his gradua- 
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tion in 1938, Mr Crandall has been principal and teacher 
of Grades VII and VIII in the Oakfield Grammar School. 
He also taught in Maine schools for seven years previous 
to completing his normal school course. 

Miss Hattie E. Merrill, formerly teacher of the North 
Pembroke School was transferred in September to Pem- 
broke Hill, succeeding Miss Yvonne Laflamme who was 
elected primary teacher in the Hooksett Village School. 

This year Music instruction by Mrs. Buswell the 
regular supervisor, has been extended to include all 
rural as well as village schools. 

The employment of adequately trained teachers for 
the part-time classes in home economics is an increas- 
ingly difficult problem. Miss Eloise R. Beaudry, a 1941 
graduate of the four-year home economics course at 
Keene Teachers College was appointed to this position 
in September. Soon after the appointment she was 
elected to a full-time position outside the State. Mrs. 
Florence A. Saturley served as substitute until Decem- 
ber, when Mrs. Vivian H. Burbank of Concord was se- 
cured as part-time teacher. Mrs. Burbank received her 
degree in home economics at the University of Vermont 
in 1932 and was for several years a teacher in Williams- 
town, Vermont. 

The increasing scarcity of qualified teachers in all 
subjects, and particularly in the field of practical arts, 
suggests for serious consideration a cooperative plan by 
which classes in both domestic science and manual train- 
ing might be combined with similar classes in a neigh- 
boring school. Thus a budget reduction of $500 to $1000 
for the maintenance of elementary schools might be 
anticipated. 

The emergency protection of school children does not 
anticipate an air attack directed against your schools. On 
the other hand it does anticipate that the defense of near- 
by military objectives may at any time subject neigh- 
boring areas to damage from own own as well as from 
enemy planes. 

The exposed position of the building, the location of 
exits, and the fact that there are large windows on all 
sides have made impracticable the use of the Suncook 
Grammar School for an air-raid shelter. Similar condi- 
tions made objectionable the use of the Pembroke and 
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Buck Street Schools. This emergency has been met in 
all three schools by generous residents who have granted 
the use of their homes for the protection of individual 
groups in charge of a teacher or an older pupil. 

By well organized drills the children are now able. 
to procure overshoes and outside wraps, and to reach 
their respective shelters within five minutes after an 
alarm is received. 

At the Borough and Hill schools primary protection 
is being afforded by steel screens and black-out covers 
over the windows. 

Groups of older children are being trained to check 
and remove incendiary bombs, insert blackout materials, 
render first aid and serve as emergency messengers. 

Beginning in September 1940 the health program 
and the full-time services of the school nurse, Miss Ado- 
nia Douillette, were extended to include all children at- 
tending both the public schools and. St. John Baptist 
parochial school. Since this has added in all over four 
hundred children to the number previously cared for by 
the nurse, the task has been tremendous. A large per- 
centage were unvaccinated. Even more were in need of 
dental care. Other uncorrected physical defects were 
numerous including defective eyesight and hearing. In 
some cases expert diagnosis of mental as well as physical 
handicaps was necessary. 

The school nurse has received valuable cooperation 
from both the public and private school teachers and 
officials. 

Through the loan of audiometer equipment, granted 
by the State Board of Education ,systematic and tho- 
rough tests of hearing were given the children of upper 
grades in all your public schools and to many in the 
parochial school. Only two public school pupils were 
found to have serious defects in hearing. 

At dental clinics conducted last May and June by 
Doctors Baldwin and Mayo respectively, 119 pupils from 
the public schools and 169 attending the parochial school 
were treated. A large percentage of the children at- 
tending all schools received complete care and dental 
certification. 

Through the continued cooperation of the Surplus 
Marketing Association and the federal community ser- 
vice program, hot lunches were continued at the Gram- 
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mar School until June and were resumed this year in 
September. The menu for a typical day includes 
Baked Potatoes 
Creamed Dried Beef 
Indian Pudding 
An average of sixty hot lunches are being served daily. 

You are fortunate to retain through the federal com- 
munity service program the services of Mrs. Strickford 
in the preparation of a wide variety of nutritious and 
appetizing lunches. 

From the Surplus Marketing Association, fruit and 
some canned foods are being supplied for lunches in the 
Borough School. 

Expenditure for new equipment has been confined 
chiefly to the Grammar School. An electric water 
heater of 40-gallon capacity was recently installed in the 
kitchen. This is found to be more economical and far 
more convenient than the heating of a sufficient supply 
on the ranges. The tank has additional capacity for 
hand washing and should eventually be connected to 
both lavoratories and clinic room. This would be parti- 
cularly appreciated by the instructor and pupils of shop 
classes. 

Within a month a new electric portable sewing ma- 
chine has been placed in the home economics room. 

A variety of seating equipment is required to ac- 
commodate the pupils of the Buck Street School. The 
greater number of these desks and chairs are modern 
and convenient. By the purchase of six more units the 
seating could be made uniform and much more com- 
fortable. 

The Superintendent wishes to commend the type of 
work being done by your principal and teachers. The 
slight reduction in the enrollment of pupils has made 
possible closer attention to the needs of individuals. The 
results of this are apparent among those children who 
are slow in learning or are handicapped by language dif- 
ficulties. 

The cooperation of the school board, local defense 
council, and other citizens is valued and appreciated by 
your teachers and superintendent, 

At the present hour the schools are more than ever 
concerned with the physical and mental fitness of your 
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youth. Sound minds and sound bodies are demanded. 

A public service is being rendered by everyone who 
in cooperation with the school nurse and teachers is 
seeking to make adequate diet, physical well-being, and 
health education available to every child in your com- 
munity. For not only is health the basis of the indi- 
vidual’s well-being, but as Disraeli remarked, it is the 
foundation of the people’s powers as a nation.

PEMBROKE ACADEMY 


To Mr. George H. Harmon, Superintendent of Schools, 
Pembroke, N. H. 

This is a report of the progress of Pembroke Aca- 
demy for the year 1940-41, and including the first twen- 
ty weeks of the school year 1941-42. 

School opened September 3, 1941 with 8 teachers 
and 210 pupils. Since then 5 new pupils have enrolled 
making a total thus far of 215. While this figure is 
almost the same as last year’s total, 214, it is interesting 
to note that the total number of pupils in the Freshman 
class, 76 is the largest in the school’s history.

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EXTRA-CURRICULA ACTIVITIES 


Our Activities Program has continued as in past 
years to give balance and variety to the sept-up as a 
whole. Athletics, Dramatics, Music, Prize Speaking, 
Club Activities, and Debating have all contributed to 
this end. 

Athletics. At the fall meeting of the Central New 
Hampshire (Basketball League Penacook and Hillsboro 
high schools were invited to form a Class B division with 
Goffstown and Pembroke. Hillsboro boys won first 
place and Pembroke boys were second. Mr. David Jen- 
nings, who succeeded Mr. Peterson, has worked faith- 
fully with his charges. Pembroke girls went through 
their second consecutive season undefeated under the 
guidance of Miss Sadie Stevens, who succeeded Miss 
Nickerson. Cournoyer and Brouillette for the boys and 
Virginia Cass, Elizabeth Warren, and Elizabeth Fowler 
for the girls represented Pembroke at the All-Star 
games. 

Dramatics. Miss Louise Geer, who became Mrs. 
Warren Hertach during the summer, directed the senior 
play “Don’t Take My Penny” in November and again has 
organized the Sock and Buskin Club and developed the 
talent in dramatics. Maurice Duford composed an ori- 
ginal one-act play for a Christmas Assembly and Cecile 
LeBlane composed a Thanksgiving play. 

Music. Mrs. Doris Buswell is in charge of Music 
again this year and has organized a Mixed Glee Club, a 
senior girls’ Glee Club and a sophomore freshman com- 
newspapers, school magazines, and yearbooks will be 
such as Prize Speaking, Baccalaureate and Graduation 
programs. A Musicale is planned for early in April. 
Mrs. Buswell has been appointed to manage the All State 
Chorus this coming spring. 

Prize Speaking. Mrs. Elizabeth C. Morrill is in 
charge of Prize Speaking and plans for the original essay 
contest and oration sometime in March. The Memory 
contest was held in the fall, Dec. 18 and the winners 
were: Betty Ann Douillette, 1st; Joan Henrickson, 2nd; 
Mary Elizabeth Farnum, 3rd; and Duane Keeler, 4th. 
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Miscellaneous. The classes in Home Economics are 
Federally aided and are giving a good account of them- 
selves. Miss Newman’s group have organized the noon 
lunches, which begin about December 1 and close the 
first of April. Recently one class provided a dinner for 
the Scholastic Press Association which met at the Aca- 
demy. Mr. Collishaw’s boys have made a set of tables, 
including the iron frames, the wood parts and have in- 
laid the tops with linoleum. 

In connection with his social science projects, Mr. 
Jennings has organized debating groups and has held 
several interesting class debates. He plans to have one 
soon for Assembly, and also to have two groups debate 
at a meeting of the Pembroke Woman’s Club. 

Pembroke Academy is the president school of the 
newly-formed New Hampshire Scholastic Press Asso- 
ciation. One meeting has been held at the University 
of New Hampshire and one at Pembroke and a conven- 
tion is planned for the spring when exhibits of best 
pene peveye schoo] magazines, and yearbooks will be 

eld. 

With funds from the Student Activities Association 
it has been possible to purchase a 16 mm sound moving’ 
picture machine and appropriate movies have been used 
in many of the classes as well as in assemblies. The 
Class of 1941 left money for a turntable which has 
enabled the school to hear good recordings and have 
music for dancing. 

Miss Edith Williamson was selected by the members 
of the senior class and faculty as the “Best Citizen” at 
Pembroke Academy, and at the meeting of all candidates 
in the State she was chosen second alternate by the D. 
A. R. Committee for the trip to Washington, D. C. 

The gymnasium floor continued to weaken in places 
during the school year, and consequently in the summer 
of 1941 it was decided to rip it all up, fill in with sand, 
rocks, and cement and lay a new floor. This was done 
at a considerable expense but has since given complete 
satisfaction. 

Our testing program has been carried out for each 
and every pupil in the school and we are glad to talk over 
with parents and interested people the records of indivi- 
dual pupils. 
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Pembroke Academy has been interested in Defense. 
Air Raid drills and alarms have been organized, certain 
rooms definitely blacked out, fire prevention apparatus 
established, first aid rooms set aside etc. Mr. Collins- 
haw has completed a class in First Aid with the teach- 
ers, and is starting one for the pupils. His shop boys 
have been making stretchers, and some of the Home 
Economics girls have been working on Red Cross pro- 
jects. The Commerce department has done a vast 
amount of paper work, mimeographing, etc., for the 
local defense committees. 

In closing, I want to thank you, Mr. Harmon, for 
your interest and cooperation in our common problems. 
This has been a busy year, and your help and that of the 
Trustees has been sincerely appreciated.
